The Sunday evening local from Bos 


ton over the Eastern division, due in 
this city at 8:35 o'clock, narrowly i 
escaped being wrecked, about fifteen j 
yt.rds thia side of the Hampton station. 
The attempt at derailment was made 
with two sleepers. The locomotive was 
within sixty feet of them when Engineer 
Charles Bailey of this city discovered 
the obstruction, and but for the fact th&t 
the train was going at less than average 
spctd, a terrible catastrophe would 
have surely resulted. 


Tie local always stops at Hampton 


and upon starting out again is some j 
time in getting well underway, because ' 
of a long hill which it has to climb. 
It 


was on the west slope of this hill that 
tbe mishap took place. Although an 
accommoda'ion train, it travels swiftly 
between stations and if the sleepers bad 
been struck at almost any other point 
on the line between Hampton und this j 
city, the Boston and Maine would huve j 
been confronted by one of the worst | 
accidents in its history. 
j 


One of the sleepers was ground nearly j 


in twain by the locomotive, while the | 
other was pulled out from between the ! 
rear wheels of the tender, after the train i 
had been brongTit to a standstill. So i 
tight'y was it wedged in that it took eix 
men to wrench it out. All tbe passen 
gers were severely shaken up, but none 
of them was injured. The local rune on 
Sunday evenings only and is usually 
crowded with people. It was well filled 
on Sunday evening. 


This was evidently the second attempt 


to wreck the train on the same run. 
The first was made a short distance this 
side of the Seabrook station, by the 
removal of one of the switch lanterns, 
which was found smashed beside the 
track. The absence of the light was 
noticed by the engineer in season to 
bring the train to a stop before it col- 
lided with the rear end of a heavy 
freight train. 


Dissatisfied Italians in the employ of 


the Boston and Maine, at Hampton, are 
suspected to be responsible for both 
deeds, although there is no tangible 
clue to the miscreants. 


It is deemed strange by tbe railroad 


officials that the sleepers should have 
been placed across the track at a point 
where the train always runs slowly. It 
is possible that tramps, not familiar 
with the locality or the schedule of 
stops, might hav8 done it. 


Conductor Charles Bemick of this city 


was in charge of the local, which con 
listed of only two passenger cars and a 
baggage coach. Being so light, the 
train was quite readily obedient to the 
brakes.

It is said by the 
officials here that a* the French treaty 
gives preferential rates to many articles 
which figure largely in the list of German 
exports to the United States, the effect of 
the practical application of the French 
treaty would be to confer upon France 
all that share of the American market 
now occupied by Germany. 


To save this important trade tq her 


manufacturers Germany must, it is ar- 
gued. secure « similar reciprocity treaty. 
and this can only be secured by an abate- 
ment of the restrictions upon the im- 
portations of American meats and other 
products. Thus by a natural working of 
the laws of trade and commerce it is con- 
ceived by the officials that our govern- 
ment may be able to entirely avoid a re- 
course to the tremendous powers lodged 
in the president of prohibition of trade 
with a nation that discriminates against 
the United States.

ture K'*«s them. 


The ino^t n-iiiarkable thing about this 


is that almost every nece»Mty for which 
\ve «rv oblijfwi in our ca.->e to employ mow 
or leso complicated uuichaincal oolitriv- 
ance» is provided for by the physical strac- 
ture of the ant>. 


Ants clean themselves both before and 


after sleep, and a!v> after eatinjj. Fr«- 
qiieutly oiiu ant will lick and brush an- 
other <ili over, limb by limb, the ant oper- 
ated on >pntwliii}f on her back, relaxing 
her ini:.->cle-..-iiid al>andoning herself to tho 
enjoyment of the operation. 


They" are great hunters, attacking 


snakes, Imuxls, rats, mice, centipeds and 
bcetlc->. 


They even kill the {rreat African python. 


It is xiid that if a python lias killed an 
nniiiijil he dare not gorge himself with it 
tillliP has made a wide circuit and satis- 
fied hiin^ejf that there are no driver ants 
in the neighborhood. If, however, he 
meets with any he abandons his prey to 
them and discreetly retires. A certain 
species actually keep cows—in other 
words, plant lice When the unts are hun- 
gry, they actually milk the Aphides by 
tapping them briskly on the sides of the 
nbdomeu with their antonme till the fluid 
exudes, when it is at once sucked up by 
the ants 
They shut them tip in cow- 


houses and use them for days. 


Ants act jus soldiers in a vory real way, 


and it is no stretch of lanprvmge to call 
them pitched battles between ants of the 
same species and raids of one species upon 
tho nests of another, sometimes to carry 
off the larvae and pupa; as food (a modified 
form of cannibalism) and solnetimes to 
supply their own nests with slaves. 


Certain ants are iigricultwists and al- 


low ant rice to grow tip in a circle round 
their nests, while every other plant is care- 
fully cut down as fast as it appears. They 
sow the crop regularly, tend it and har- 
^est it. 
When the seeds fall, they aro car- 


ried into the nest, and the stubble is cleared 
away. 
When tho grain in the nest gets 


damped by rsiin, these ancs carry it out 
into the open to dry. 


Snake* Do Swallow Their Yoxmsr. 
I met with a curious incident somt- 


years ago while hunting snakes in the 
swamps at Melrose I came across a male 
and female, striped, with numerous young 
ones. The parents -were near each other, 
the family crawling over and around 
them. I was going for them, when on 
second thought I concluded to watch 
them. 
They did not appear frightened, 


but went on gamboling about for some 
time. I went a little nearer, when both 
snakes turnafl toward me, making a faint 
itoisc, aud placed their heads flat on the 
round. It was a curious sight to see these 
young snakes, not long born, some of 
them a foot or two away, turn at the noise 
and instantly seek refuge in their par- 
ents' wide open mouths. I am certain it 
was a note of warning of danger. 
I 


caught both snakes and put them in sep- 
arate bags. The female had ten young, 
and the male had swallowed five. This is 
the first instance of any notice of a m»le 
snake performing this affectionate duty 
for its young. I placed the whole family 
in a box, where, they lived peaceably a long 
tune.—Forest and Stream.

Pittsford. Charles Bartlett, another em- 
ployee of the mill, struggled through the 
almost impassable snowdrifts all night 
and staggered into the village at an early 
hour in the morning, completely prostrat- 
ed and hardly able to tell his story. 


He was badly frozen and could not tell 


exactly how the accident occurred

says that BuholtK is probably fatally iu- 
jnred. 
His face, arms ami legs were 


badly torn and burned by the explosion, 
which is said to have ignited several tons 
of powder. Physicians started for Oalc 
Ridge at ouee, accompanied by the own- 
ers of the powder plant.

A verv serious runaway occurred on 


Saturday night, as the result of which 
John Bnrtoo lies in a precarious condi- 
tion at the hospital. 


Willifred Wood and Burton, with an 


eight-horse dray of Wood Bros . Lanled 
a boiler to York, Saturday afternoon 
Thf-y btatted baek in the evening, with 
two pair of horses on the dray and one 
pair following on babind. At liutler'a 
crossing, freight train No. 24S 
the horses and thej ran \vilu. 


Burton, who was driving, had no 


place to brace his feet, so the horse-* 
got tho best of him and rather than; 
cross tha toll bridge he turned off to 
the left over 
the railroad bridge, 


towards Kittery. It was so dark that 
be could not see the road, and the 
horses ran into the geld between the 
blacksmith shop and the building 
owned by the railroad. 


The Driver was thrown out, and the 


reins became entangled around Ms foot 
so thai lie »-i« dragged over one hun- 
dred Nur.ls. T-ien his bootcame off re- 
leasing him from the reins, but leaving 
him in such a position that the dray, 
weighing 550 pounds, passed over his 
abdomen. The horses were stopped by 
coming in contact with a tree. 


Willifred Wood, at the time the 


horses started to run away, was walking 
behind the uray to warm up. He saw 
the horses start off, but was not quick 
enough to check them, and supposing 
they had run across the toll bridge, he 
started across also. Mr. Young, the 
gate tender, told him that they had not 
crossed the bridge, and he started back. 


When opposite the place where they 


had turned into the field, a dog rushed 
ttt Mm, .He spoke to the dog to quiet 
him and his voice was hearu by the in- 
jured driver, who made known his 
presence by calling out for aid. 


Mr, Wood found Burton lying on bis 


back in great agony. 
A team was 


quickly procured and he was brought 
to the home of Burpee Wood on Eog 
ers street. Dr. Towle was summoned 
and ordered him removed to the hos- 
pital, where it was found that no bones 
were broken, but that he had received a 
severe shaking up and probably sus 
tamed injuries internally.
